In these times, wherf there is 
a shortage of gasoline and ra¬ 
tioning has become necessary, 
such an invention is of vital 
interest to motorists. It has 
been suggested Ithat the inven¬ 
ted lay his discovery before, the 
National Research Council of 
Canada, and that his interests 
would be ‘fully i protected if it 
were found that the invention 
stood lip to necessary tests. 

The Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion is interested in measures 
that will give greater mileage 
to cars and officials will watch 
any action concerning the So'>- 
olsky invention that will be of 
concern to and benefit motor¬ 
ist:’ of the Province. 

Tlie inventor says the most 
saving is on cars that travel 
more than 40 miles per hour.
